No omVvth is Rho de Janeiro, gigantic 
Brazil's gay capital, which has grown qn 
the western shores of this bay. But tt almost 
spenied so to us when, the twelfth morn- 
ing out of New York, the throb of the pro- 
pellers of our Good Neighbor Ships, the S. 3. 
Uracwry, slowed down for the first time. 


INCRENLBLE CRAGS POR SskVStRAPERS 


Straight intu the midst of incredible 
mountain crags we steered. Mists and for 
so distorted the perspective that they ap 
peated like the paintings of some anctent 
Chinese master who had pilel peak upon 
peak to portray his bizarre Guirden of the 
Gods. Rio confan’t be here, but it wis! 

Morning breetes soon blew away the 
mists. but not Kio's unreality. Peaks, pin- 
niches, and bold wranite huttesare the city’s 
skyscrapers, its shyline, Sheer from the 
sea, are ahowe shimmering sick les. of sar 
heach fringing the Atlantic and the hay, 
they sour heavenward on every side, 


Theres Gavea, whose name may mean 
cither the crow’s pest or the sail of a ship, 
but Whose queerly shaped top seetis with 
less fancy to formoan old Crusader castle, 
complete with guard towers. ‘There's Dots 
Irmios, the Two Brothers, overlooking the 
eseuside suburbs of Leblon anil Ipanema. 

Unmistakable landmark to Rin is Mao de 
Assucur (Sugar loaf), o hare granite oone 
standing sentinel at the narrow gateway 
af the bay, with a spidertike avrial tram- 
way climbing up and down on its web 
strand from bine. 

Rearing high above the city is Coro 
vado, the Hunchback. o precipitous pin- 
face that hus become a 2, 300-foot pedestal 
for » doleksal statue of Christ, Beyond 
slumbers bulky Tijues, with the profile oi 
a reclining gant. These, and nimmerous 
other forested hills, segment the city or 
form its spectacular backdrop.

Besides its language, one of the capital's 
most striking inheritances from its: parent 
Portugal is its patterned sidewalks 
“Rolling Motion” Square and the main 
avenidas in Lisbon never had soch oreas 
of confusing stone paving.

Standing alone in the square beside the 
obelisk that marks the upper end of Avenida 
Rio Branoo, is Monroe Palace. ‘This ornate 
structure housed the Brazilian exhibit at 
the St. Louis Exposition of 1904 and was 
later dismuntled and moved here. Seat of 
the Federal Senate until that body was cis- 
solved, Monroe Palnee is now in use by the 
Ministry of Justice (Plate IT). 

To the right stretches Praca Paris, built, 
during Rio's rebuilding campaign, on lame 
reclaimed from the sea. With its sparkling 
fountains, formal gardens bordered ‘with 
flowers, hedges trimmed in fantastic shapes 
of animals, pavilions, and fancy pillars, andl 
its wile, pleasant walks, the Pragu is a de- 
lightful i pes beside the toi.

CITY COOLED BY HEMOVISG A MILE 


Once a high hill, the More do Castello, 
steed here, On it Rio began its permanent 
erowth in the late 1500s when that indus- 
trigus colonizing leacler Mem de Sa anil his 
nephew Estacio de Si settled the issue as to 
whether this should be a French-.or Portu- 
eues-speaking land by routing the French 
from near-by Villegaignen Island. 

In 1922 engineers began work with 
hydraulic machinery to sluice the hill inte 
the bay. In doing so they created an nir- 
port, added some 14 blocks to the business 
section, and air-conditioned the city!

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Empire State Building. The uscent is mare 
in two stages, “The first «wings ot and up 
over Praia Vermelho to the top of Urea. 
The secon line cuts high over a forested 
ridge and rites towurd the sheer granite wall 
of Sugar Loaf, 1400 feet above the sea 

The timid need pet worry, for cables 
and cars were designed ty support 150 times 
the weight thee carry! Cars cease opserat- 
ing if there are high winds, Nerve tension 
need come only from the spectacular view 
that unfolds. 

From this lofty yantage point Kio takes 
on new colo and contour Apother dimern- 


sion seems suddenly to have been added to 


the majestic peaks and the broad bay. 
Save in fonm only, the view i never 
twice the same. Under the brissy sun at 


midday, or when violet and blue tones creep 


up the mountain sides in the evening, as 
long ribbons ot mist hang in the zigzag val- 
levs, Or again Al night when the lights ap- 
pear like strings of golden beads and wavy 
pendants aguinst purple velvet, the: color 
chanwes are kaleidoscopic.

and repaired their nets. Now tall anart-

Thousands swim, breast the breakers, 
play handball and petece (o large feathered 
shuttherock batted with the bands), or just 
loaf on the sands and ucquire sun tans. 

One day [ went out for o swim, however, 
amd got a shock that reminded me of the 
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times when, as a youngster in Michigan, | 
tried to be the first to go swimming in early 
spring. The chilly water dissipated any 
unbelief that T might have had regarding 
ihe story that two live penguins drifted wp 
on the beach a few years agn!

But ao long as people working in the

After vears of patient research an effec- 
tive preventive weapon has been found.

OFALOTY, ay th it himedrerls of bers’ eis 
were bein incubated. 

One stage of the preparation of the 
vaccine consists of inoculating partially in- 
cubated eggs with virds and then allowing 
the embryo to develop briefly (page 305).

UST half a century after my father,

Cnicue sweetmeats adorned many bazaar 
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“he Trons-Tranian Raihway, olwuit 865 
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several stations before Bandar Shah mv 
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was allocated to us far the night, und how 
thankful we Were for our sleeping bigs 
that softened hard boards and tables! ‘The 
French Minister artived late that night by 
car and pitched Gimp near Asteraliad. 

Next morning when we picked him up 
to go with us to Gunbad-i- abuse, he he 401d 
is tales of on evening's shoot by flachlight, 
when he hort killed) deer, jackal, pig, and 
porcupine in the low surrenunw dine aerials, 
We tasted of all these animals later when, 
exhausted and famished aiter our long day's 
uting, we had supper with him, 

We unfortunately collected a guide who 
said he could take us safely acrose the limit. 
less Turkoman Steppes to the Tomb ‘Tower 
of Gunbat-i-Qatus, but whose sense af 
direction proved to be nil, He rushed us 
midiy into bogs ond quicksands: but I ns- 
sumed, after coreeting blindly about for 
hours. that that glorious brick needle must 
surely beckon os very soon from 10 or 15 
miles away. At last, sure encugh, the noble 
tower sheaved itself in the glittering: after- 
neon sunlight, alone ard majestic, an arrow 
of dainty fawn-colored bricks, dexteroushy 
laid, clear-cut against the distant snow- 
capped mountains. 


HOSTAGES HELD TIN A MATSILEUM 


A pathetic group of old men were hud- 
died] in this superb mausoleum, temiperrarily 
a aqualid prison, for these venerable beings 
were being held as hostages for their sors 
who hat! deserted! avtoss the border. ‘The 
Goverment is making wn effort to crvilize 
the “Turkomans, brim their boys into 
echoals, teach them sparts, wid give them 
ft sense of responsibility. 

Dotted over the plain are still to be seen 
som Turkomun felt tents with their interior 
wills beautifully embroidered in colored 
wools, To ofear it will not be long before 
these relics of the nomad tribes an these 
limitless steppes ore lost forever, As I 
have already mentioned, the policy of to- 
day is to check the migrations at these 
wandering creatures (who for centuries 
huve roamed the spaces with only heaven 
to approve their nighth: resting place), aril 
settle them in permanent mud brick houses. 

From Tehran to Meshed is about 350 
miles, but telephone messages ahend can 
procure the traveler a bedroom in one of 
the many garages run by the Russians who 
are to be found in Sarnnan, Damghan, and 
Shahrud, In none of these towns did we 
receive wnvthing but the most courteous ol 
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welcomes andl the fullest facilities for seeing 
the sights. Buses stop ot all the garages. 
Manv are crammed with pilgrims for 
Meshed, 

One can procure a perfectly geod bed- 
room with a hirass bedstead and a hand 
mirror with plnk roses surrounding it. Tf 
desired, a ioothirush and hairbrush lie 
ready on the table, QOleographe of His 
Majesty the Shah adorn the walls, 

In one garage the bedclothes strick- me 
as Hiking aight “used,” and the garage 
owner, only too anxtows to accommodate, 
suggested that T use the cotton curtains, 
which had just been newly washed and hung. 


HORSE TRAVEL WAS WEARTSOME 


T took about four days metering up. to 
Meshed, stopping often to examine the mon- 
uments. By traveling all day, one can make 
the jotirney in two dave. Four English 
miles co to a Persian fursahh, bot my father 
saws: “The Khutasan farsakh is famed be- 
von! all others for its odious and seemingly 
ineshanstible lesgth—a compliment in real- 
ity to the funereal mondtony of the road.” 

Tn his day the route was divided thto 24 
stages, the posthquses averaging about 23 
miles apart. My father completed the 
journey in the opposite direction, fram 
Meshed to Tehran, in nine days, averaging 
HO miles o dav, andl he opprowchid Meshed 
vit the northern route from the Caspian, 
Though fast riding, sccording to him, was 
an accemplishment for which the Dersians 
were famous, his miserable steeds could 
never awe justified this boast, He writes: 

“The best-known tharadteristic of the 
Persian peat horse ts his incurable predis- 
position to tumble. T could not make out 
that dither o tight rein or o slick rein hid 
very much to de with the occurrence of this 
phenvumerion, and 1 ended by concluding 
that the Persian post horse has a certain 
regulation number of talls in the year, which 
may be distributed either by accident or as 
he pleases. but the full tale of which some 
hidden low of necessity compels him to 
compete.” 

The read to Meshed abounds in exypitistte 
buildings, Hustam, surrounded by snuw- 
capped meintains, holds concealed in lush 
creen trees venerable minarets and mosques, 
like colossal muguets of tunqyuviise aod sap- 
phite. Never did dark and pale blues rush 
nore intoxicatingly after each other in such 
a wealth of tracery around diorways ‘ane 
arches, 
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OLD AND NEW [EN PERSIA 


Damghan has an exquisite trinaret, atid 
also the tumb tower of the Forty Daughters 
(A. 2. 1034) with a hewilderingly beauti- 
fal brick imecription. At Mibr is one of 
the timest of all Shah Abbas's caravanseries. 
In the village one can buy delicious hot 
partridges, freshly cooked, and sold for a 
few penee in a sindwich of soft bread, 

Near Subzawar is. a -gracetul minaret 
(A. DB. 1110), one of the finest in ran. 
The recently, repaired tomb of Omar Khay- 
yam al Nishapwur tries unsuccessfully to 
compete with the beauty of the tomb of 
the brother of Imam Riza, alongside it. 

Since Meshed is the most sacred city of 
Persia, T desired to es there, If only to Jook 
on the exterior of the dome of Inman Riza’s 
tomb (Plate f), ancl peep from afar at the 
polychrome exterior of the Gawhar Shad 
Mosque, unsurpassed anywhere else in the 
country (Ptates 1) and VITE). 

Black-browed Afghans, wild Baluchis, 
Indian traders, Caucasian devotees, Turks, 
‘Tatars, and Mongols: make a bewilderiny 
kaleidoscope as they pour inte Meéshed. 

Cin the approach io the citw from the 
minmtain beiehts, piles of small pebbles ly 
the roadside testify to. the first glimpse the 
pilgrims have had ‘af their “Mecca.” 

Originally 1 had not the faintest: hope cl 
entering the sacred shrine; up to the time 
of this visit (1933) only a limited few Tn- 
fidels, disruised, hal succeeded at the risk 
Of ther lives. Everywhere, however, the 
Shah ts slowly breaking down fanaticism, 
and in-all citles one now can visit the 
mosques with a. guide. Gum aod Meshed 
aré the sacred Shia strongholds and were 
the last te seceumb, 


FARE MOULLANS OCSTED 


The power of the mullahs is slowly being 
broker. Manv so-called mullahs had no 
rieht to bee the name, or toowear the green 
turban as destendants of the Prophet, and 
so batten on the mosses. His Majesty now 
demands a stiff and honorable examination 
ef all wishing to become or remain mullahs. 

Some weeks before | reached Meshed 
an tnpleasart episode hud complicated the 
Sliuation as regards Imam Riza’s shrine. A 
certain mullah had gravely inflamed! the pil- 
grime by attacking all forms of soderniza- 
Hon, such as the abandonment of the chud- 
dar, the drinking of wine, and the wearing 
will European clothes. 

Tilgrims were requested to leave the 
meoayue precincts, Misunderstanding the

situation, and imagining the sacred pre- 
cincts were a sanctuary against all trouble, 
they remained and got invelved in a wildly 
inflammable group which raided the shops 
in the Bext;* breaking them up and tearing 
thie European clothes off the shopkeepers. 

The Governor rushed in Baluchi troops. 
with machine guns, and many were killed. 
The true figures will newer le known, as Jor- 
ries were hurried down to bury all dead, 
ntwl it is better to ask no questions, 

SEEKING ACCESS TO HOLY Of Hotrms 

This was all the more reason, one would 
think, foray not being allowel toenter the 
shrine when 1 got to Mesied: but two 
of mv friends from the British Legation 
in Tehran had been conducted through if 
under the protection of the Governor before 
my arrival and this raised my hopes cum- 
sideralily, 

My visit to His Excellency the Governor 
of Khurasan was vital. How different from 
that of my father, who said: “Our conversa- 
tion was not of surpassing interest, js. (he 
Governur contented himseli with civil and 
conventional replies | asked him if he 
thaueht ee ra were likely to come to 
Persian. “TT Gro be willing, yes, wis the 
somewhat amblroous teiinder,”” 

My dather was merely conducted over the 
riots of the bazaurs to the spot where he 
could see the sacred buildings, and he 
Claimed the modest distinction of being the 
first English Memier of Parliament to 
enter the walls of Meshed. 

Soon after my arrival the Governor ura- 
cinusly. sent forsme with my frients ahwutl 
6:40 a. m Aly companions sat com- 
pletely mute, while for twenty minutes | 
discussed with His Excellency in French the 
possibilities of w police escort for the four 
nen of ur party who were leaving for 
Atghanistan at dawn neat day. He ex- 
plained to me the dangers of the road were 
veTy great, since a notorious bandit wha 
had held up and robbed several Britishers 
had not vet been cought, After an endless 
irgument on this subject, we discoverer) the 
bandit was oon another road. 

How was | to get to the prime ques- 
linn haunting my mind? Luckily, the aet- 
int Britth consul chimed in, remarking,

“Heaven ond earth never agreed better 
to frame a place for man’s habitation, ; 
Hore are motuntains, hills, plains, valleys, 
rivers, and brooks all running most leis 
antly into a fair Bay, compassed but for 
thie nvouuth with fruitful ond delivhtsame 
lionel.” . 

Colonists who folliwed Smith clepended 
upon the inexhaustible supplies of fish ond 
shellfish before crops were cultivated or 
when they failed, “Todaw fishing is «till a 
mu jor source of income for both Marvland- 
ers ial Virginians, gine the Bay's sandy 
beaches wre centers of recreation far 20,- 
000,000 persons living within easy driving 
distanve of its shores (map, page 360).

Here, too, on an inlet opening onto Enst- 
ern Bay, one of America’s earliest seagoing 
vessels was constructed. Claiborne and his 
“Rentish oven” brought the moterials, in- 
tluding tar, iron, pumice, squire nails, ‘and 
ship timbers up the Bay in canoes: fram 

‘Kecoughtan,” as Hampton, Virginia, was 
known to Indians and early settlers. 

Claiborne dreamed of building a ‘great 


Shipyard here, and brotght indentured 


shipwrights from Jamaica and the Thames 
to shape the hulls. But his dreams, like <o 
many others conceived in that early New 
World, were shattered abruptly. Lord 
Baltimore and Miarviand won the fight with 
Virginia for Kent Island, and (Claiborne 
returned to London te seek redress. he 
never found. 

A descendant of curly Kent settlers 
walked with Us along the iskand shore point 
ing to suppemed sites of Claiborne’s block- 
houses. and depots for storage of furs and 
corn he luter shipped to England. On the 
ishined, too, he showed us an old brick 
building which traditionally was the manor 
house of Claiborne. 

"Before the Civil War a dozen plante- 
tinns supported wealthy families here,” my 
friend said, “But riches are like insects:
